After all the weeks of waiting for 
the government railway policy, after 
call the suspense and delay in con- 
nection therewith, and the withhold- 
ing of trank information on the part 
of the leader of the government from 
the members of the House, it was 
not a matter of very great surprise 
to find that the leader of the gov- 
ernment really hadn’t a railway pol- 
icy of his own creation at all, but 
had adopted a private bill as his 
policy, which he repudiated when it 
was undcr discussion. 

After the shifting, subtle and sec- 
retive attitude the leader of the 
government has assumed during the 
present session with regard to the 
government’s railway policy, it cer- 
tainly was a comedy upon respons- 
ible government to hear the premier 
with such airy eloquence dilate upon 
the unfolding of a government rail- 
way policy which proved to be simp- 
ly the adopsion of certain lines and 
section of lines of a private railway 
bill known as an amendment to the 
Canadian Northern Western Railway 
Act. 

The initiative does not scem to be 
a feature of the present government. 
They have appropriated thcir rail- 
way policy from a private railway 
bill; they are apparently in the 
habit of appropriating other people's 
ideas. If they had asked the oppcs- 
ition, we might have suggested to 
them a more effective and adequate 
railway policy. 

It might not have been so much 
in the interests of any one railway 
corporation or in the interest of any 
one section of the country. We 
Would have suggested a policy which 
would have dictated terms to rail- 
way corporations rather than have a 
railway corporation dictate terms to 
the government ; rather than hitch 
the government to a private corpor- 
ation, I would suggest hitching cor- 
porations to the government. 

Whether this policy means much 
in actual construction or not, we can 
only judge from the failure on the 
part of the same company to meas- 
ure up in any reasonable degree to 
‘the undertakings which it has al- 
ready assumed. Doubtless, the lead- 
ec of the government thinks it will 
make a good campaign policy in 
view of the fact that he must, in 
the nature of things, in process of 
time, go to the country ; incident- 
ally, it may mean a campaign fund 
for that event. 

‘We have,’’ said Mr. Michener, ‘‘no 
objection to the government scizing 
upon one of the private bills and 
appropriating it as the government 
policy any more than we have any 
objection to its appropriating the 
Conservative policy with regard to 
the natural resources or its accept- 
ance of the gospel of the Conserva- 
tive party in regard to the good 
roads movement in the interests of 
the people. We are prepared to rest 
content in the meantime, providing 
we can be of service to the country 
in suggesting policies that, will work 
out for the good of the country 
generally. 

POLICY CRITICISED. 

The criticism we have to make of 
the present railway policy of the 
government in trying to secure for 
the province railway transportation 
is not that we are not as anxtous 
to encourage railway development, 
but that the policy enunciated by the 
first Minister, instead of supplying 
the province generally with rapid 
railway development, which we all 
agree it should receive, merely serv- 
es largely to tie up railway develop- 
ment to one company, which up to 
the present has not carried out its 
undertakings in connection with the 
lines which have already been guar- 
anteed, totalling some 940 miles. 
Of this total mileage guaranteed by 
the governmen: of the province, 
which were to be completed on De- 
cember 31st last, this company has 
only completed 207 miles. Now does 
it look reasonable to give a guaran- 
tee of bonds for 1405 miles of rail- 
Way construction withouw any reas- 
onable ground for believing that the 
same will’ be built within the time 
required by the bill? 

“It is, we contend,’’ said the op- 
position leader, ‘‘holding out a false 
hope to the people of the country. 
Comparatively speaking, the develop- 
ment of the outlying sections of the 
province is held in abeyance and is 
greatly retarded for want of imme- 
diate railway facilities. The lines 
which the government now propose 
to, guarantee do not even touch mpny 
parts of the province where they are 
most needed. 

The proposition does not look good 
enough in view of the crying needs 
of the province for immediate con- 
struction of railways. Out of 1813 
miles that the government proposes 
to guarantee, 1405 are to be built 
by the Canadian Northern Railway 
Company, 58 miles by the G.T.P., 
350 on the Edmonton, Dunvegan and 
B.C. line, which, by the way, I may 
say is apparently another A. & G. 
W. line so far as the mileage, guar- 
anteo and the standard of construc- 
tion is concerned, the distance being 
the same, namely 350 miles, the guar- 
antee being the same also, namely. 
$20,000 per mile, and the standard of 
construction being that of the C.N. 


R. line from Edmonton to Winnipcg. 
| 1 WHY NOT DIVIDE UP? 


Now it would seem that, there be- 
ing three great transcontinental sys- 
tems of railway all operating in 
this province, and immediate neces- 
sity for railway construction being 
so urgent, one would expect the g’ov- 
ernment to distribute the construc- 
tion as equitably as possible among 
the three transcontinental companies, 
so that a maximum amount of rail- 
way mileage should be built in the 
minimum time limit. 

It would appear, however, that the 
leader of the government proposcd to 
hitch his government to the C.N.R. 
system for some reason. There may 
be other reasons why the govern- 
ment desires to stake all its hopes 
of development upon this one com- 
pany. But, from an outsider’s stand- 
point, in would be more reasonable 
to expect a greater mileage of con- 
struction if the government had /made 
an arrangement with all of the three 
transcontinental companies which op- 
erate in the pyovince. 

The leader of the government in 
his speech threw out the bait for us 
to champion the cause of the C.P.R. 
We have no reason to champion any 
one company nor to defend or knock 
any company. Our object ‘is simply 
to sccure for the province generally 
the most rapid railway development 
possible. The minister of railways

in his speech tried te make 

thing of the letter from the com- 
pany written by Mr. Bury, the vice- 
president and general manager. He 
tried to create the impression that 
all that company wished to do was 
to keep other companies out of the 
province. It was quite evident from 
the Premier’s reply, and from his 
deliberate turning down of the ap- 
proach of the company, that he did 
not wish to encourage them to un- 
dertake a progressive railway policy 
for this province. Whether or not 
the attitude of the government  to- 
ward this company was the reason 
why out of the $20,000,000 it propos- 
ed to spend in the western part of 
Canada this year the province of Al- 
berta receives so little, in fact it re- 
mains that the C.P.R. was not en- 
couraged to undertake any ageress- 
ive policy of railway development in 
Alberta. 

In regard to the statement which 
the Premier read in connection with 
the report of Sir Thomas Shaugh- 
nessy, president of the C.P.R., I do, 
not take the same meaning from that 
statement which the Premier did. 
The impression which the statement 
of Sir Thomas Shaughnessy gave me 
was to the effect that, in his opin- 
ion, where railway development was 
so much needed in those parts. of 
the province where they had no 
railway facilities, it would be better 
to save the duplication of 
over the same territory. 

There are different places in the 
province where lines are found to be 
duplicated, while in) many other 
parts of the province we have no 
railway facilities at all. 

It would certainly seem a more 
effectual way to supply the demands 
for railway transportation to all 
parts of the province if the govern- 
ment were to give to these great 
companies a fair share of the terri- 
tory of the province naturally tribu- 
tary to their trunk lines. 

Suppose, for example, that the 
Premier had made an arrangement 
with the C.P.R. to build, say, 200 
miles this year, 200 miles next year 
and 200 miles the following year, in 
territory that would be naturally 
tributary to its main lines, and sup- 
pose the same arrangement had 
been made with the G.T.P. and the 
C.N.R., all lines being tributary to 
their respective trunk lines, in three 
years we would have 600 miles built 
by each company, which would make 
a total of 1,800 miles for three years 
which would not be an unreasonable 
demand to make upon any of the 
transcontinental systems. In 
way, in place of duplicating lines 
over the same territory we would 
have a systematic arrangement by 
which the whole country would be 
served with railway transportation. 
Furthermore, we might ask why it 
is so desirable to hitch the govern- 
ment policy to the C.N.R., practi- 
cally to the seclusion of other lines, 
while, at least in the case of the 
C.P.R., they were prepared, accord- 
ing to their own statement, to build 
anywhere the government would give 
them territory tributary to their own 
lines, without a guarantee of bonds 
whatever.

C.N.R. ALREADY FAILED. 


It does not look good upon the 
face of it, and the people of this 
province will ask why the govern- 
ment of the province hitch the gov- 
ernment railway policy to one com- 
pany to the exclusion practically of 
all others, while in fact the Premier 
anticipated the failure of the C.N.R. 
to make good even under the present 
arrangement, in building the amount 
of railways it agrees to build, as he 
stated in his speech that he would 
not propose to extend the time limit 
for more than one year at a time. 

I wish to remind the first Minister 
that even one year at a time the 
time limit might be extended for a 
good many years if the government 
proposes to tie up the railway de- 
velopment of the province 
to this one company. 

The total mileage proposed to be 
fuaranteed by the government is 
1813, and the total guarantee -is 
$25,755,000. Three years ago the 
government guaranteed 940 miles for

the C.N.R., 491 for the G.T.P. and | 


ing a total mileage of 1781 miles, 
with a total guarantee of $25,343,- 
000. Of the 1781 miles guaran:eed 
three years ago by the government, 
only 277 miles are actually com- 
pleted today. 

In view of this amazing fact it is 
quite evident and clear, ‘beyond dis- 
pute, that the railway corporations 


are not in.a position to overtake 


the necessary construction or to give 
to Alberta the railway construction 
which is imperative for vhe encour- 
agement of immigration and for the 
development of the province gener- 
ally. ; 
$129,801,600.00 : t 
In the guarantee which was given 
three years ago by the government 
of $25,340,000 the provincial credit 
was not only impaired to this enor- 
mous extent at that time, but we 
must add to that the interest liabil- 
ity which' will acoumulate on the 
bonds, and which will reach the enor- 
mous total of $39,511,600, making a 
total liability against the credit ‘ of 
the province to the enormous extent 
of $64,654,600. And yet after pledg- 
ing the credit of the province to this 
appalling extent, the net result for 
three years is only 277 miles of roads 
in operation out of the total mileage 
guaranteed. Now the government 
proposes to guarantee 1813 miles 
more, 1405 of which is to the same 
company which only completed 207 
out of a required mileage of 940. It 
proposes to pledge the credit of the 
province to the extent of $25,750,000 
more, to which may be added the 
interest liability of approximately 
the same amount as was previously 
undertaken, say $39,000,000, which 
would make an additional $64,750,000 
of an impairment to the credit of the 
province, or a total impairment of 
the provincial credit of a principal 
sum of $51,290,000, and of interest 
$78,511,600; or a grand total of 
$129,801,600. This means we are 
practically tying up the credit of 
the province for at least a genera- 
tion, and are thereby making it im- 


possible for this government or any, 


other. government, or for the people 
of this province to say that we will 
supplement what the companies are 
doing by undertaking as a govern- 
ment enterprise what the companies 
fail to do. Doubtless, the leader of 
the government would be willing to 
admit that His government will not 
always hold down the _ treasury 
benches, and we sWbmit that it is un- 
fair for this government or any 
other governmen: to so strain and 
pledge the credit of the province to 
such an extent as to preclude any 
succeeding government or the clecc- 
tors of the province generally at any 
future time from putting into effect 
a policy of government construction 
and ownership. 

Furthermore, judging by the small 
percentage of miles built by the C. 
N. R., compared with what they un- 
dertook to build three years ago, 
practically less than one quarter 
being actually built, we would need 
to multiply the time limit as set out 
by the government in this bill by 
four. It would mean that it would 
take possibly 20 years for the C.N. 
R. to build all the lines for which 
charters are now given. 

We mst take into account also 
the possibility of material changes 
tafing place in the personnel and the 
Management. of that company as well 
as in the personnel of the govern- 
ment. We know that the present 
heads of that great corporation, Sir 
William McKenzie and Sir Donald 
Mann, are master minds with res- 
pect to railway construction, and 
that these men, by the inevitable 
law of physical limitations under the 
strain of their great responsibilities 
must give place to others. That is 
to say, the C.N.R. of five. or ten 
years hence may be a different com- 
pany from what {t is today. This 
we submit is another possibility 
which does not makes desirable the 
placing of all our hopes for years to 
come on railway development prac- 
tically in the hands of an unknown 
quantity, or to give charters to one 
company to such an extent as to be 
monopolistic in character. It is 
also another argument in favor of 
the distribution of railway building 
by the different companies now oper- 
ating jn the province. 

DOMINION GUARANTEES. 

The Premier stated recently on 
the floor of the House that the C.N. 
R. were applying to the Dominion 
government for charters practically 
over the same lines as they were 
receiving charters for from this gov- 
ernment. It is reasonable to sup- 
pose that in applying for these char- 
ters to the Dominion government 
that they also have hopes of re 
ceiving a guarantee of bonds, whirh 
indicates they are equipping their 
bow with two strings, so. that they 
can play upon the one which seems 
most clastic. Possibly they find the 
provincial government easier to 
handle, as [ see by the press com- 
ment recently that the railway 
committee at Ottawa demanded fur- 
ther details as to the exact location 
of these railways before they would: 
ni willing to give the charters asked 
or. 

I submit, contended Mr. Michener, 
that if there is a possibility of the 
Dominion government, and there is 
such a possibility, granting a guar- 
antee for these same lines, why 
would this government be in haste 
to pledge the eredit of the province 
when there is a possibility of the 
poeaen government doing that for 
us 

Furthermore, if these lines were un- 
der Dominion control they would be

offered to build for $16,000 per mile. 
And yet we have the cold blooded 
proposition, after all that this prov- 
ince has gone through on account of 
the political cupidity and incompet- 
ence of the Liberal party so far, to 
guarantee the bonds of this company 
for 350 miles at $20,000 per mile o1 
a total of some $7,000,000. There 
must be somewhere a_ tremendous 
rake-off for somebody, for the build- 
ing of such a line, on the face of it, 
could be accomplished at a 
handsome profit. 

No wonder the government are con- 
sidering direct legislation.

The Sinclair Faudy Co., of Wiar- 
ton, Ont., wrote they intended locat- 
ing in the West and asked the 
Council to entertain a bonus propos- 
ition of about $30,000 to locate here.

from $105,306 to $177,805. This latter is due to the unearned increment 
of the Town’s real cstate holdings, principally. 

A very noticeable feature is the xmount of arrears of taxes :—Viz., some 
$4422 less than at the end of 1910, although the taxation increased ly 
$8669 during the same period. 

‘Adequate provision has been made for depreciation in the various ¢e- 
partments where found necessary and in the appreciation of vaiues the 
figuring has been conservative. S» that 1 think you can congratu'..te 
yourselves on having avery healthy and first class balance sheet; one

Dr. Creelman advo 
cated for each country district the 
presence of the Doctor of Agriculture 
along with the physician, lawyer and 
veterinary surgeon.

to interest the young idea in the 
science of the land. In three months 
@ teacher can be taught the rudiments 
of plant lore, soil culture, and the vari- 
ous malignant and benevolent types of 
insect pests and their fostering or de- 
struction.

The. average annual milk yield 
per cow is three thousand pounds.
